Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict, well aware of the small, 
old and corroded pipes that 
abound in its territory, never­ 
theless contends it is providing 
sufficient, safe water for domes­ 
tic use — all it is required to do. 
Regardless of the problems 
that face fire departments and 
the residents they serve, the dis­ 
trict does not have to provide 
water to fight fires, although 
several water districts operat­ 
ing under similar circumstances 
have accepted it as a moral re­ 
sponsibility. 
Marin Municipal is working 
on it. All new areas are re­ 
quired to have a minimum 
pipe size of six inches and be 
otherwise designed for fire 
protection. 
And, the district has set up a 
program by which fire districts 
can improve the distribution 
system for fire protection, in ef­ 
fect at their own expense. 
Fire districts are responsible 
for installation and maintenance 
of fire hydrants, but must also 
pay a monthly “standby” fee to 
the water district for mainte­ 
nance of a short piece of pipe 
between the hydrant and the 
main water line. 
The fee paid by the city, 
usually $1.50 per month per hy­ 
drant, is “saved” by the water 
district. When enough accumu­ 
lates to make It worthwhile, the 
district returns what the fire 
district has paid, providing the 
fire district matches it, to make 
improvements to the distribu­ 
tion system. 
Fire chiefs complain that 
while the water d i s t r i c t 
c l a i m s credit under this 
scheme for contributing to im­ 
provements, it is actually fire

WASHINGTON (APT - The 
Safeguard missile defense sys-i 
ten will cost another $1.2 bil- ! 
lion, the Defense Department ¡ 
says, bringing the total cost for 
initial, limited deployment to 
nearly $8 billion. 
In the most detailed analysis 
given Congress so tar. Deputy 
ijecretary of Defense David R. 
Packard gave a figure of $6.6 j 
billion for the complete system 
intended to protect two Minute- 
man missile bases in North Da­ 
kota and Montana.. 
But spokesmen for the Penta­ 
gon and the Atomic Energy 
Commission confirmed yesterday 
that the cost of nuclear war­ 
heads for the defense missiles 
—$1.2 billion—was not included 
in the Defense Department esti­ 
mate. 
A Defense D e p a r t m e n t 
spokesman said the warhead 
cost was not included because' 
different agencies traditionally 
provided figures for only their 
own part of a project. 
Mea.nwh.Oe,. Harvard law pro­ 
fessor Abram Chayes, who eval­ 
uated the ABM for Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, said yesterday that 
Safeguard presents an enigma 
in that it is the first major 
weapon, including the H-bomb 
that cannot be tested. 
“The fact is that the first time 
anyone 
wül know for sure 
whether the system will work is 
when it is called upon to meet 
an actual attack,” said Chayes, 
a former legal adviser to the 
State Department. 
The professor said he believes 
Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird conjured up the Soviet 
threat of a nuclear first strike to 
strengthen the administration's 
case for Safeguard. 


Babies Face 
DDT Peril, 
Expert Says 


MADI S ON. Wis. (UPI) — 
Breast-fed babies sometimes get 
twice as much DDT in their sys­ 
tems as the maximum amount 
recommended for any human, f 
the head of a committee which 
studies DDT for the Swedish 
National Research Council testi­ 
fied yesterday. 
However, S. Goran Loforth. 
said the consequences of this 
ingestion cannot be predicted. 
Lofroth testified at a hearing 
before the Wisconsin Natural 
Resources Department on a pe­ 
tition to ban DDT in Wisconsin. * 
Lofroth said that, on the aver-1 
age. a breast-fed baby would 
get .02 milligrans of DDT a day 
for each kilogram of body 
weight. According to the World 
Health Organization of the Unit­ 
ed Nations, no one should ingest' 
more than .01 milligramm of 
DDT per kilogram of bodv 
weight. 
“In my o p i n i o n. many 
breast-fed children ingest more 
than the recommended daily in­ 
take of DDT." he said. “It is in 
the range where laboratory ani­ 
mals show pharmaco-dynamical 
changes. 
“What these changes mean is 1 
not known.” he said * One can-1 
not predict the consequences if 
these and similar changes work 
m man and one does not know 
what the future holds for per­ 
sons exposed to that much! 
DDT”

C a r e , consideration and 
compassion for animals are 
tne by-words of Sirs. Madelon 
Tormanen. newly appointed 
director of educational activi­ 
ties at the Humane Education 
Center of the Humane Society 
of Marin County in Novato. 
“We feel that if children 
learn to take care of animals 
properly, they will become 
m o r e happy, stable adults. 
Mrs. Tormanen said. 
_ A DEDICATED and enthu­ 
siastic worker for the Humane 
Society. Mrs. Tormanen says 
she never knew about the so­ 
ciety until she applied for a 
job through the California De­ 
partment of Employment in 
1&3. 
She had been a secretary in 
the financial district of San 
Francisco but had quit work 
when she married her husband 
who was an investment bro­ 
ker. 
Now a widow, her husband 
became disabled in 1958 with 
multiple sclerosis, and she had 
to go back to work to help sup­ 
port the family. 
She literally beams when 
she speaks of her children. 
Michele, 17, a senior at Sir 
Francis Drake High School, 
who will attend College of 
Marin in September; and John 
14, an eighth grade student at 
St. Rita's School in Fairfax. 
WORKING CLOSELY with 
the Marin County superintend­ 
ent of schools and staff, the 
education center is used exten­ 
sively by teachers and chil­ 
dren and more than 3,900 chil­ 
dren have visited and partid 
pated in programs of educa 
liona] enrichment since the 
center was opened in Novem­ 
ber of 1958. 
Mrs, Tormanen greets the 
school children as they arrive 
at the center and talks with 
them about the Humane Center 
and how they should take care 
of their pets. 
She tells the children that 
the H u m a n e Center is a 
temporary shelter, such as an 
animal hotel, and there are j 
four times when they might 
call when they need help — 1 
when they lose a pet, find a 
pet, no longer can keep a pet 
or if they want to adopt a pet. 
She also tells them they 
should take care of their ani- j 
mals the same as their par-! 
ents take care of them. They 
need water, food, a nice warm 
bed and, when they are young, 
they need shots the same .as a 
child. Mrs. Tormanen said. 
SHE ALSO advises them if 
they go up into the hills, not to 
take wild animals home with 
them or destroy animals or

snakes. 
After Mrs. Tormanen talks 
with them; the children are 
taken on a tour of the Humane 
Center,, which 
'includes 
the 
aviary, the quarters where 
pets that are lost, are kept, 
those quarantined and also the 
adoptable pets. 
The tour is conducted by 
three teen-age girls, Susan 
Reichert, Becky Kettenhoffen 
and Mary Anne Monestier, 
who are full time employees at 
the Humane 'Society, but they 
also have less glamorous jobs. 
They must also help to clean 
the kennels, stables and the 
aviary. 


THE NATURAL feeling of 
youngsters for animals is no 
more apparent than in the 
handicapped that come to the 
center for tours. Mrs, Tor ma­ 
nen said. “Put a puppy into 
the arms of one of these 


youngsters who may be hard, 
of hearing and whose' sight 
may be impaired, and the 
c h 11 d responds immediately 
and seems to come alive,” she 
said. 
The response to the educa­ 
tion center has been, so great 
that Mrs. Tormanen said they 
hope to form, a junior Humane 
Society. "Children are asking 
for it and call and ask ‘what 
can we do to help them?” Mrs. 
Tormanen said. 
In this program, to be gov-i 
erned by the junior members 
and self supporting, they hope 
to train youngsters to be do­ 
cents and also .have a program' 
for Boy Scouts and, Girl Scouts 
to achieve merit badges. 


MRS. TORMANEN is work­ 
ing with the schools, .and plac­ 
ing books, films and material 
relating to animals. Her latest 
leaflet is entitled "Your Dog 
Should be a Dropout,,” and 
Virgil Hollis, county superin­ 
tendent of schools, has re­ 
quested more than 19.000 of 


them to be distributed to chil­ 
dren in the schools. 
A program for a vocational 
course of veteranarian techni­ 
cian is also planned as a joint 
effort by College of Marin and 
the Humane Society. 
And does Mrs. Tormanen 
have any animals?

The Firstll20 
Assessment Of New Board 


Political pundits have been busy of 
late assessing the f i r s t 100 days of 
President Richard M. Nixon's adminis­ 
tration. 
.Mann's three new county supervi­ 
sors have been in office a little longer 
than the President, having been seated 
Jan. 7. As they reach the end of their 
first 120 days, perhaps assessment is 
in order here too. 
Having a brand-new majority o n 
the board of supervisors is an unusual 
experience for M a r i n . However, the 
new board has taken no giant step in 
its firs t 120 d ay s. 
Let's look at what the new mem­ 
bers have done, taking them alphabeti­ 
cally: 


PETER R. ARRIGOM JR/S first 
action was to urge legislation to elimi­ 
nate the June primary for county of­ 
fices when there are only two candi­ 
dates. His fellow members agreed. 
On Feb. 18, Arrigoni and another 
of the new members. Michael Worn- 
um, tried unsuccessfully to block the 
1.15-per-acre density pattern for West 
Marin. They wanted it lowered. 
Arrigoni's m o t i o n on March 18 
brought unanimous vote to condemn 
24 Bolinas Lagoon tideland acres for 
county park use. He got unanimous 
support March 25 for asking the Bay 
Area Transportation Study Committee 
to recommend freeing g a s o 1 i n e tax 
funds for financing public transit. 
On April 15. the board passed an 
interim ban on new logging operations 
renewed by A r r i g o n i after he had 
tried unsuccessfully a week earlier. 
On March 18. Arrigoni tried with 
no support to revive the once-rejected 
proposal that the county put up the 
money to place T a m a I p a i s Creek 
drainage in an underground channel. 
On April 29, he moved that the 
county halt Army Corps of Engineers 
work on Tamalpais Creek, despite 
warning by chairman John F. Mclnnis 
that this would make the county liable 
for $175.000 and m a y b e more as a 
contract breaker. 


LOUIS H. BAAR on his first day in 
office won unanimous approval for a 
$2.000 appropriation to clean up Wal­ 
do Point r u b b i s h , coupled with a

Baar suffered a major defeat April 
18 in his attempt to oust Paul C. Zuck- 
er as planning director, when veteran 
William A. Gnoss joined the other two 
new supervisors in voting to retain 
Zucker. 


M I C H A E L WORNUM hit the 
headlines Jan. 21 with his proposal, 
approved unanimously, p u t t i n g the 
county on record against ABM sites in 
Southern Marin. On Feb. 18, he suc­ 
ceeded in getting the board to rescind 
a permit it had granted three weeks 
earlier for a 224-foot pier with a house 
on the end in Tómales Bay. 
It was W o r n u m who moved on 
April 22 that the board ask that pay 
for its members, the county auditor 
and district attorney be raised by the 
legislature. He got no dissent on that. 
A week later, he joined Arrigoni in 
voting to stop work on T a m a 1 p a i s 
Creek, despite county contractual re­ 
sponsibility. Baar and the two veteran 
members scotched that. 
Wornum has missed three sessions 
of the board during his first 120 days 
— on Jan. 28, March 11, and April 8. 
A r r i g o n i was absent on March 11. 
Baar missed part of the Jan. 28 ses­ 
sion. 
The Nixon administration has been 
criticized by some of those pundits for 
its slow p r o g r e s s .

New Bureaucracy-Of Builders

Some awful gaudy turkeys 
get dressed up each year as 
l e g i s l a t i o n . Sen. John F. 
McCarthy, R-San Rafael, has 
one that would tax a huge 
chunk of California's citizenry 
to promote the housing indus­ 
try.

In M arin One Gets Involved 


Even In Sex Life O f Equisetum 


Consider the sex life of the 
equisetum. Or lack of it. 
A Stinon Beach wild flower 
type made an innocent remark 
the other day that equisetum 
conducted their sex life under 
water. 
This reporter, being very in­ 
nocent about such things, inno­ 
cently reported the fact. After 
all, we had only been intro­ 
duced to the equisetum — 
which a 1 w a y s before we'd 
called, a horsetail — and knew 
virtually nothing of its private 
life. 
The result has been a minor 
botanical brouhaha among the 
flora experts of Marin County, 
the number and varieties of 
which are as many as the 
number and variety of wild 
flowers (including horsetails, 
which are ferns, not flowers) 
in the county. 


FIRST. WE WERE informed 
by a fellow worker — who 
u s u a l l y knows about these 
things — that the equisetum is 
homosporcus and a s e x u a l . 
This sent us scurrying to the 
dictionary and as nearly as we 
can translate Webster that 
means the 
horsetail repro­ 
duces by dropping spores and 
is, indeed, asexual. 
We were staisficd to leave it 
at that until Katherine Cuneo, 
a San Rafael teaching consult­ 
ant in the natural sciences, 
called to say not only were we 
wrong in saying the equise- 
tum’s reproduction was done 
under water (“a splash would 
suffice” ), we were wrong in 
identifying two different look­ 
ing equisetums as a boy horse­ 
tail and a girl horsetail. 
She agreed with our earlier 
informant that the horsetail 
was asexual and reproduced 
by spores (sporadically?). 
She explained that what we 
called a girl horsetail was a 
sterile vegetative branch and 
the one we called a boy was a 
fertile branch of the same gen­ 
eration. This latter, Mrs. Cu­ 
neo explained as she quoted 
from Haupt's “ Plant Morphol­ 
ogy/* produces spores asex- 
ually 
through 
cell division. 
They tall off and germinate 
into tiny plants called gameto* 
phytes.’ 
This 
is where the water 


comes in. The gametophytes 
produce sperm and eggs and 
the water — a little or a lot — 
carries the sperm to the egg, 
making a new plant grow, 
thereby creating the second 
plant in a single life cycle. 


INTRIGUED NOW because 
this latter seemed to fit our 
family life 'education’s defini­ 
tion of a sex act, we tooled on 
over to the library to do more 
research. 
The San Rafael Library is a 
wonderful place but the infor­ 
mation we found was not en­ 
tirely adequate. 
Hylander's “The World of 
Plant Life,” for example, said 
that equisetums mingled in 
Paleozoic forests with Lepi- 
dodendrons and Sigilarías but 
added nothing further about 
their social lives. 
Botanist Anthony H u x l e y , 
whose book we looked at be­ 
cause of the name of the au­ 
thor more than the t i t l e 
“ Mountain Flowers,” also had 
nothing to say except that they 
were spore bearing.

Marin Municipal is working 
on it. All new areas are re­ 
quired to have a minimum 
pipe size of six inches and be 
otherwise designed 
for fire 
protection.

fect at their own expense. 
Fire districts are responsible 
for installation and maintenance 
of fire hydrants, but must also 
pay a monthly “ standby” fee to 
the w ater district for m ainte 
nance of a short piece of pipe 
between the hydrant and the 
m ain w ater line. 
The fee paid by the city, j 
usually $1.50 per month per hy- j 
drant, is “ saved” by the w ater 
district. When enough accum u­ 
lates to m ake it worthwhile, the 
district returns w hat the fire 
district has paid, providing the 
fire district m atches it, to m ake 
im provem ents to the distribu­ 
tion system .

He said the planning commis­ 
sion turned down the request 
after it r e c e i v e d a petition 
signed by 108 persons opposing 
it and because the 20-foot anten­ 
na would interrupt the view of 
the William Booths. 
*it was felt the two Sacra-; 
mento stations weren’t worth 
it." said Rafter. 
Councilman John R. Moore 


commented. “ It doesn’t seem to 
me we should be making a deci­ 
sion on whether we should get 
Sa era mento stations."

Tax Rate To Remain

Petaluma City Mgr. Robert H. 
Meyer last night presented a 
preliminary budget for the 1969- 
70 fiscal year of $2,866,858. in­ 
cluding recommendation to the 
city council that the tax rate of 
$1.65 be continued for the fifth 
consecutive year. 
Meyer said that with utiliza­ 
tion of $48,000 in reserves from 
the 1967-68 fiscal year, the gen­ 
eral fund budget would bo bal­ 
anced. 


lie warned, however, that 


expanded services clue to the 
rapid growth of the city will 
hr needed before January and 
urged the council to investi­ 
gate other sources of revenue 
for the genera! fund. 


The largest increase in the 
budget was under personal serv­ 
ices at $149,424 or more than 
16 per cent higher than last 
year. Meyer said this was caus­ 
ed by the $72,000 committed to 
employee salary increases last 
January and with the addition 
of new employees. 
The new employees included 
two firemen, two police officers, 
a civil 
engineering 
a-ixiate 
and steno-clerk in the planning 
department, a building inspec-, 
tor. a librarian and a mninte-; 
nance man for parks and recre­ 
ation. The department heads had 
originally requested 16 addition­ 
al employees. Meyer told the 
council. 


Meyer reminisced that the 


tax rate was set at $1.81 per 
$100 Assessed valuation when 
he became city manager in 
1962. The following year it was 
reduced to $1.79 and in 1965 
to the present $1.65 rate. He 
said the reduction came from 
a reduction of bond service 
needs in the city. 


The tax rate includes $1.50 
general fund taxes and 15 cents 
in debt service. 
Follow ing the usual procedure. 
Meyer said the new major capi­ 
tal outlay requests will be con­ 
sidered in September when the 
1968-69 budget has been bal­ 
anced,

Packard gave a iigure ot $6.6 
billion for the complete system 
intended to protect two Minute- 
man missile bases in North Da­ 
kota and Montana. 
But spokesmen tor the Penta­ 
gon and the Atomic Energy 
Commission confirmed yesterday j 
that the cost of nuclear war­ 
heads for the defense missiles 
—$1.2 billion—was not included 
in the Defense Department esti­ 
mate. 
A Defense D e p a r t m e n t 
spokesman said the warhead 
cost was not included because 
different agencies traditionally 
provided figures for only their 
own part of a project 
Meanwhile, Harvard law pro­ 
fessor Abram Chayes, who eval­ 
uated the ABM for Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, said yesterday that 
Safeguard presenis an enigma 
in that it is the first major 
weapon, including the H-bomb 
that cannot be tested.

an actual attack,” said Chayes, 
a former legal adviser to the 
State Department. 
The professor said he believes

Expert Says 


M A D I S O N . Wis. (U PI) - 
Breast-fed babies sometimes get 
twice as much DDT in their sys­ 
tems as the maximum amount 
recommended for any human, 
the head of a committee which 
studies DDT for the Swedish J 
National Research Council testi­ 
fied yesterday. 
However. S. Goran Loforth. 
said the consequences of this 
ingestion cannot be predicted. 
Lofroth testified at a hearing 
before the Wisconsin Natural 
Resources Department on a pe­ 
tition to ban DDT in Wisconsin. 
Lofroth said that, on the aver­ 
age. a breast-fed baby would 
get .02 milligrams of DDT a day . 
ior each kilogram 
of 
body j 
weight. According to the World 
Health Organization of the Unit­ 
ed Nations, no one should ingest 
more than .01 milligramm of 
DDT per kilogram of body 
weight.

take of DDT.” he said. "It is in 
the range where laboratory ani­ 
mals show pharmaco-dynamical 
changes.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
The First 120 Days- 
Assessment Of New Board 


Political pundits have been busy of 
late assessing the i i r s t 100 days of 
President Richard M Nixon’s adminis­ 
tration. 
.Marin's three new county supervi­ 
sors have been in office a little longer 
than the President, having been seated 
Jan. 7 As they reach the end of their 
first 120 days, perhaps assessment is 
in order here too. 
Having a brand-new majority o n 
the board of supervisors is an unusual 
experience for .M ari n. However, the 
new board has taken no giant step in 
its first 120 days. 
Let’s look at what the new mem­ 
bers have done, taking them alphabeti- 
cally: 


PETER R. ARRIGONI JR. S first 
action was to urge legislation to elimi­ 
nate the June primary’ for county of­ 
fices when there are only two candi­ 
dates. His fellow members agreed. 
On Feb. 18. Arrigoni and another 
of the new members. Michael Worn- 
um. tried unsuccessfully to block the 
1.15-per-acre density pattern for West 
Marin. They wanted it lowered. 
Arrigom's m o t i o n on March 18 
brought unanimous vote to condemn 
24 Bolinas Lagoon tideland acres for 
county park use. He got unanimous 
support March 25 for asking the Bay 
Area Transportation Study Committee 
to recommend freeing g a s o l i n e tax 
funds for financing public transit. 
On April 15. the board passed an 
interim ban on new logging operations 
renewed by A r r i g o n i after he had 
tried unsuccessfully a week earlier. 
On .March 18. Arrigoni tried with 
no support to revive the once-rejected 
proposal that the county put up the 
money to place T a m a 1 p a i s Creek 
drainage in an underground channel. 
On April 29. he moved that the 
county halt Army Corps of Engineers 
work on Tamalpais Creek, despite 
warning by chairman John F. Mclnnis 
that this would make the county liable 
for $175,000 and m a y b e more as a 
contract breaker. 


LOUIS H. BAAR on his first day in 
office won unanimous approval for a 
$2,000 appropriation to clean up Wal­ 
do Point r u b b i s h. coupled with a

He had no luck with a Jan. 10 pro- 
p o s a 1 that the supervisors be fur­ 
nished photographs of those applying 
for welfare aid. On Jan. 21. he fought 
unsuccessfully against large pay raises 
for court reporters, and h a v i n g lost 
that fight, moved a larger pay raise for 
the court commissioner. 
It was Baar who moved the 1.15 
density for West Marin. But he failed 
in March to win approval of his pro­ 
posal to add two public members of 
the county team negotiating with em­ 
ployee unions. 
It was on B aar A motions that the 
b o a r d approved a $97,534 program. 
• mostly federally financed! to improve 
police-community relations, and that it 
asked legislation to put B o 1 i n a s La­ 
goon under county control. 
Baar suffered a major defeat April 
18 in his attempt to oust Paul C. Zuck- 
er as planning director, when veteran 
William A. Gnoss joined the other two 
new supervisors 
in voting to retain 
Zucker. 


M I C H A E L WORNUM hit the 
headlines Jan. 21 with his proposal, 
approved unanimously, p u t t i n g the 
county on record against ABM sites in 
Southern Marin. On Feb. 18, he suc­ 
ceeded in getting the board to rescind 
a permit it had granted three weeks 
earlier for a 224-toot pier with a house 
on the end in Tomales Bay. 
It was W o r n u m who moved on 
April 22 that the board ask that pay 
for its members, the county auditor 
and district attorney be raised bv the 
legislature. He got no dissent on that. 
A week later, he joined Arrigoni in 
voting to stop work on T a m a l p a i s 
Creek, despite county contractual re­ 
sponsibility. Baar and the two veteran 
members scotched that. 
Wornum has missed three sessions 
of the board during his first 120 days 
— on Jan. 28. March 11, and April 8. 
A r r i g o n i was absent on March 11. 
Baar missed part of the Jan. 28 ses­ 
sion. 
The Nixon administration has been 
criticized by some of those pundits for 
its slow p r o g r e s s . Compared to the 
new Marin County Board of Supervi­ 
sors. it looks rather speedy.

the next few weeks President 
Nixon will make what may be 
the most significant appoint­ 
ment of his Presidency: the 
new Chief Justice of the Unit­ 
ed vStates. 
Chief Justice Earl Warren 
has announced his intention of 
retiring at the end of the cur­ 
rent term of court in June. 
Warren's earlier plans to re­ 
tire went awry when President 
Johnson's nomination of his 
close friend Abe Fortas to the 
post ran into obdurate Repub­ 
lican and southern Democratic 
opposition in the .Senate. 
Senate veterans credit much 
of that opposition with John­ 
son's failure to observe one of 
the fundamentals of executive- 
legislative protocol: checking 
to make sure a nominee will 
not encounter insurmountable 
opposition either in a Senate 
committee or on the floor 


ONE OF THE key men Pres­ 
ident Nixon is almost certain 
to check with before sending a 
nominee for chief justice to 
Capitol Hill is Everett M. Dirk­ 
sen of Ollinois, GOP leader in 
the Senate. 
Dirksen has emerged as the 
apparent power on appoint­ 
ments and undoubtedly will be 
consulted before any choice is 
made for Warren's successor. 
So far his c l a i m e d track 
record in getting his way is 
unbeatable. 
Consider: 


President Ni xo n forced the 
resignation of Clifford L. Alex­ 
ander. 
the 
young 
Harvard- 
trained chairman of the Equal 
Employment 
Opportunity 
Commission, after D i r k s e n 
only threatened to get him 
fired. 
William J. Driver resigned 
as head of the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration even though he 
had some assurances from the 
Nixon Administration he would 
be retained.

Dirksen’s influence is not all 
negative. He also successfully 
promoted a Chicago constitu­ 
ent. Robert A. Podesta. as as­ 
sistant s e c r e t a r y of Com­ 
merce. And if Otto Otepka is 
eventually 
confirmed 
as 
a 
member of the Subversive Ac­ 
tivities Control Board, it will 
in large measure be because 
of Dirksen's insistence. 
That influence may well be 
paramount in the nomination 
of a new chief justice. Dirksen 
is the r a n k i n g Republican 
member of the Senate Judici­ 
ary Committee. 
If Johnson failed to consult 
with Sen. James O. Eastland, 
D-Miss., chairman of the com­ 
mittee, before nominating For­

Critics declare that it has 
used religious differences to 
keep a few aristocrats in pow­ 
er. 
Poverty lends further urgen­ 
cy for action to which Bemad 
ette Devlin was trying to stir 
the B r i t i s h parliament. In 
Northern Ireland the average 
weekly wage is $45 compared 
with $55 in England. Unem­ 
p l o y m e n t is 6.7 per cent 
against 2.2 per cent. 
O’Neill’s resignation means 
that the reforms he sought 
even that of one man, one vote 
-are further away than ever 
Bernadette Devlin declares 
that “ the one common point 
among all Ulstermen is that 
they 
don't 
like 
Englishmen 
telling them what to do.” 
But she sees no hope in the 
North 
Irish 
parliament and 
even she believes now it is 
time for Britain to take over.

Just the other dav­ 
it was revealed that Lockheed 
promised to build 120 big air 
transports for a total cost of 
$2.9 billion. But now it turns 
out that the planes are going 
to cost $5.2 billion. And even 
for an apathetic taxpayer like 
myself, that seems like a lot of 
money. 
I was shocked when I read 
the news, but that was be­ 
cause I have no idea how the 
military purchasing s y s t e m 
works. Fortunately, I have a 
friend who deals with the gov­ 
ernment, and he explained it 
to me. 


“ YOl SHOULDN'T come to 
conclusions just because the 
C-5A 
transport cost 
almost 
twice as much as everyone 
thought it would. Anyone can 
make a $2 billion mistake. No­ 
body's perfect.” 
“ I still don't understand it.”

As you know, we build grom- 
mets for the military. 
“ Suppose they come to us 
and say, ‘We understand the 
Soviets have a new grommet.

In Marin One Gets Involved 


Even In Sex Life Of Equisetum 


Consider the sex lite of the 
equisetum. Or lack of it. 
A Stinon Beach wild flower 
type made an innocent remark 
the other day that equisetum 
conducted their sex life under 
water. 
This reporter, being very in­ 
nocent about such things, inno­ 
cently reported the fact. After 
all, we had only been intro­ 
duced to the equisetum -- 
which a I w a y s before we'd 
called a horsetail — and knew 
virtually nothing of its private 
life. 
The result has been a minor 
botanical brouhaha among the 
flora experts of Marin County, 
the number and varieties oi 
which are as many as the 
number and variety of wild 
flowers (including horsetails, 
which are ferns, not flowers i 
in the county. 


FIRST, W E W E R E informed 
by a fellow worker — who 
u s u a l l y knows about these 
things — that the equisetum is 
homosporous and a s e x u a l 
This sent us scurrying to the 
dictionary and as nearly as we 
can 
translate 
Webster 
that 
means the 
horsetail 
repro­ 
duces by dropping spores and 
is, indeed, asexual. 
We were staisfied to leave it 
at that until Katherine Cuneo, 
a San Rafael teaching consult­ 
ant in the natural sciences, 
called to say not only were we 
wrong in saying the equise­ 
tum s reproduction was done 
under water ( “ a splash would 
suffice’’), we were wrong in 
identifying two different look­ 
ing equisetums as a boy horse­ 
tail and a girl horsetail. 
She agreed with our earlier 
informant that the horsetail 
was asexual and reproduced 
by spores (sporadically?). 
She explained that what we 
called a girl horsetail was a 
sterile vegetative branch and 
the one we called a boy was a 
fertile branch of the same gen­ 
eration. This latter, Mrs. Cu­ 
neo explained as she quoted 
from Haupt’s “ Plant Morphol­ 
ogy/’ produces spores asex- 
ually 
through 
cell 
division. 
They fall off and germinate 
into tiny plants called gameto- 
phytes. 
This 
is where the water 


comes in. The gametophytes 
produce sperm and eggs and 
the water — a little or a lot -- 
carries the sperm to the egg, 
making a new plant grow, 
thereby creating the second 
plant in a single life cycle. 


INTRIGUED NOW because 
this latter seemed to fit our 
family life education’s defini­ 
tion of a sex act, we tooled on 
over to the library to do more 
research. 
The San Rafael Library is a 
wonderful place but, the infor­ 
mation we found was not en­ 
tirely adequate. 
Hylander’s “ The World of 
Plant Lite," for example, said 
that equisetums mingled in 
Paleozoic forests with Lepi- 
dodendrons and Sigilarias but 
added nothing further about, 
their social lives. 
Botanist Anthony 11 u x 1 e y, 
whose book we looked at be­ 
cause of the name of the au­ 
thor more than the t i t l e 
“ Mountain Flowers," also had 
nothing to say except that they 
were spore bearing. 


THIS LED US to call a 
friend and well-known botanist 
at the University of California 
at Berkeley who first put us 
off by pleading, “ Please don't 
get me involved in one of your 
Marin 
County nature 
argu­ 
ments. Everybody over there 
knows too much," 
Pressing — and promising 
not to reveal his name or his 
further opinions on the degree 
of knowledge of Marin nature 
experts — we got him to say 
of Mrs. Cuneo's observations: 
“ Morphologically 
speaking, 
she is right, of course, up to a 
point." 
As cur sinking feeling grew 
that we had gone in over our 
heads even if the equisetum 
doesn't, lie continued: 
“ The 
fertilization of the egg by the 
sperm in gametophyte is cer­ 
tainly a sexual experience.’’ 
He added that if wc wanted 
to really split hairs — or 
spores — we might build at 
least a case that would satisfy 
the ordinary nature watchers 
like this reporter that there 
were also boy equisetum and 
girl equisetums. 
We didn't. “ It can get even 
more involved than that." he 
was saying as we hung up. 


to them at 34 cents apiece, 
plus retooling costs, advertis­ 
ing. executive bonuses and a 
fair profit.

W E START with a prototype 
which has to he tested. Unfor­ 
tunately. in the tests it turns 
out that the grommet expands 
when someone breathes on it.

While they’re trying to work 
the bugs out of it. we have to 
pay our workers to stand by 
the production line and this 
adds to the cost of the grom­ 
met. We inform the military 
the grommets will cost $5.50 
each. They approve it. and fi­ 
nally we get what we consider 
an excellent grommet 
“ We start production 
but 
when we send the first batch 
off, an Air Force general re­ 
quests an extra grove in the 
grommet. We inform him that 
we will have to retool the en­ 
tire factory and he okays it 
The grommets now cost $19 
each. 


“ SINC E THIS GROMMET is 
supposed to be used for the 
Navy as well, the Navy Re­ 
search people scream that for 
their purposes the grommet 
has to have one less groove on 
it rather than one more. So we 
have to retool two production 
lines, which sends the cost of 
the grommet up to $30. 
“ With 
the 
new 
specifica­ 
tions, our engineers discover 
that the Air Force grommet 
screws on too tightly and the 
Navy g r o m m o t can’t be 
screwed on at all. So we have 
to develop a special screwdriv­ 
er to be issued with each grom­ 
met. which brings our costs 
before we take in a labor 
strike, to $103.30." 
“ That's a lot of money for a 
grommet.” 
“ Not necessarily 
Any de­ 
fense contractor will tell you 
there is no price you can put 
on gromeets when the national 
security of the United States is 
at stake."
